We have received enquiries from -Hong- 
kong respecting a roport which has reached 
there of the death-of a Mr Arnold, late of 
Japan, The report is untrue.and wo havo 
reason to believe that it was circulated 
deliberately at the instance of Mr Arnold 
himself fur motives that are, ot any rate, 
questionable—Our roason-for-believing so. 
is that Mr Arnold himself requeated us 
to publish the samo false report of 
his death snd gave us as his reason 
a not very satisfactory atory. 
Arnold first introduced himself to us 
with a deliborate request that we should 
publish in the Manila Times a notica of his 
death, We saked him whether ho was dead 
or not, for he did not look it. Ho said no, 
We asked him if ho wished to be dead, ba- 
causo it was tory easy to get thera; he could 
elther go up to # sontry and deliberately 
disregard the challenge, at any hour of the 
day or night, or if that failed to produce 
the desired effect all ho hed to do was to 
slam the sentry in the stomach with s brick, 
Numerous other ways wore suggested 
whereby he could relieve tho world of hia 
preaence, and wo added that we would be 
delighted to publish a notice of his death 
when true, but this was not what Mr Ar- 
nold wanted ond he seemed to think our 
suggestions unkind. Wo oxplsined that 
airy peraon_who-deliberately—insulte~ua-by- 
asking uo to publish lice, may oxpect unkind 
treatment. He then explained at great 
length that he had beon married about four 
months and now wished to be unmarried. 
Ho had, thereforo, left his wife and come 
to Manila, and he wished a report of his 
death to reach hor, then he would assume 
o new namo and start life afresh. He throw 
out hints that he might favor the editorial 
staff of the Times with the eaid fresh start 
in life. We threw out hints that he would 
not, and that we would sco him in gaol 
first. Wo also hinted that we considered 
his designs wore criminal and that he was 
prubably attompting to oseape from debts as 
woll as from his wife, and the more wa saw 
of him and beard from ‘his lips, the moro 
anxious we were to publish hia gonuine obi- 
tuary.
